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CITY 10 RULE PRIVATE BANKS 


Corporation Counsel Decides 
Regulation Measure Valid. 


WILL DRAFT ORDINANCE. 


Committees Approve Cold Storage 
Measure and Garbage Contract. 


Regulation of private banks, cold storage 
warehouses, and garbage disposal occupied 
the attention of city council committees yes- 

The judiciary committee requested Cor- 
poration Counsel Sexton to prepare an ordi- 
nance for the regulation of private banks and 
recommended for passage a cold storage ordi- 

The finance committee modified the speci- 
fications of the garbage contract by offering 
three new propositions on which contractors 
may bid, either on one or on all three at once. 

On the subject of private bank regulation 
Mr. Sexton sent an opinion to the judiciary 


. committee, stating that the city has power to 


regulate and exercise control over private 
banking/ businese within the city. The law 
department was instructed to draft an ordi- 
nance. 

Cold Storage Ordinance Approved. 
Considerable opposition to the cold gtor- 
age ordinance developed on the part of rep- 
resentatives of the Chicago butter and egg 
board. The committee, however, decided 
that the matter should no longer be de- 
layed. The arguments failed to impress the 
aldermen and the ordinance will be called 
up for passage next Monday evening. It pro- 
hibits the storage of food for human con- 
sumption for a longer period than ten 
months. Exceptions to this are butter and 
butter products, which may be stored twelve 
months. The measure exempts nuts, fruits, 
cheese and vegetables. 

No articles shall be traneferred from one 
warehouse to another or returned to cold 
storage after being placed on the market. 
Inspections shall be made by the commis- 
sioner of health and the storage concerns are 
required to make reports three times a year. 


Garbage Contract More Favorable. 

The modified garbage contract, as arranged 
by the finance committee, differs from the 
old one in that the city may take over the 
plant of any contractor who accepts the work 
a’ the end of tive years, provided that a val- 
uation of his plant be fixed at the beginning 
of the contract. Another is that the city may 
take it over on the payment of five annual 
instaliments, the valuation to be;fixed by a 
poard of arbitration. 

The bond required was reduced from §300,- 
000 to 5200. 00 the first year, from $200,000 to 
$150,000 the second year, and to $100,000 for 
the last three years. ‘ihe books of the con- 
cern accepting shalt be open to inspection. 
A gubcommittee was appointed to take up 
with the law department the question of 
amending the civil service rules to make only 
residen} citizens of Chicago eligible for the 
classified service and to compel all civil serv- 


of Chicago to move into the city or resign.

When Tue Trisune’s investigation of the 
conditions in the oll industry following the 
dissolution of the monopoly by court decree 
disclosed that the price of ofl had gone up 
instead of down and that the wages of the 
employés of the new companies are exactly 
the same as under the old trust tho inquiry 
was directed tothe character of the control 
of the concerns which are supposed to be 
competing with each other. 

The information obtained on this head from 
inside and outside sources may be summa- 
. Tized as follows: 

1. 1e thirty-three corporations 
into which the Standard O11 company 
was disintegrated are still controlled, 
individually and collectively, by John 
D. Rockefeller and the associated in- 
terests which’ conttolled the trust be- 
fore dissolution. 

2. Through’ this stock control of 
each new corporation the Rockefeller 
group has named the officers and d- 
rectors of the companics ‘now sup- 
posed to be engaged in competition. 

3. Shifting of stock ownership in 
the new companies has been prac- 
tleally negligibié in amount and has 
not disturbed to the slightest de- 
gree the complete control by the 
Rockefeller group. 

4.The market price of stock in ‘the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey, 
the old trust, has nearly doubled 
simte the dissolution, netting the 
owners enormous profits, 

5.The dividends of the new cor- 
porations under the Rockefeller con- 
trol will be 50 per cent greater than 
under the old trust. 


John D. Owns Fourth of All. 

John D. Rockefeller owned 25 per cent of 
the stock of the Standard Oll company of 
New Jersey before the dissolution. With 
the interests: with which he is affiliated he 
controlled at least 50 per cent of the stock. 
Rockefeller now owns approximately 25 per 
cent of the stock of each of the thirty-three 
new companies and with his friends he con- 
trols more than 50 per cent, although con- 
siderably less than this amount is sufficient 
for practical domination.

It will be observed that Rockefeller owns 
‘approximately one-fourth of ‘the stock of 
each of these corporations, just as he owned 
one-fourth of the stock of the trust. 

The estate of Charles Pratt owns about 5 
per cent of the stock of each of the new 
companies, as it owned 5 per cent of the old 
Standard. Likewise C. W Hatkness has a 
4% per cent interest in the new concerns, 
the Northern Finance company 4 per cent, 
and Mary L. and Henry M. Flagler 3 per 
cent.

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It rose from $650 a snare on April 1, 1911, 
to $675 three days before the decision, which 
Was on May 15. 

But with the decree of dissolution approved 
by the tribunal of last appeal the stock price 
began to slump. It was at $602 the middle 
of August and only scho when the books of 
the ole trust were closed. Three days before 
the dissolution was formally carried out on 
Dec. 5, 1911, the price stood at $610. Insiders 
were busy picking up as many shares as pos- 
sible during these days and all through the 
month of December, for on the last day of the 
year the price was only $660. 

With the opening of 1912, however. the 
interests in control began to show that they 
were still running things in the oil business 
as completely as before the dissolution. 
Standard men were being placed in charge 
of the new companies and the impression 
became general that not a great deal of com- 
petition in the production and sale of oi) 
would result from this procedure. 

Forthwith the price of the old Standard 
stock carrying ali rights in the subsidiaries 
began going up by leaps and bounds. On 
April 1 it was $843 a share and on Aug. 29 
reached the top notch, $1,120, the par vaiue 
of the stock being $100. This was an in- 
crease of 5510 over the value of the stock 
on the day the dissolution was carried out. 
On Sept. 30 last the bid price was $1, 060 and 
the asking price $1,100. 

Old Stock Still Traded In. 

One ot the features to be remarked in con- 
sidering the financial aspect of this dissolu- 
tion is the fact that Standard Oil old—that 
is, the stock just as it stood before the dis- 
solution—is still traded in on the curb mar- 
ket in New. York. The prices are quoted on 
the stock exchange sheets every day, just 
as if no dissolution had taken place. 

The subsidiaries also have been faring ex- 
tremely well. The stockk of almost all of 
them has increased tremendously in value 
since the policy being observed in their 
operation became demonstrated. In an ac- 
companying table the rise of quotations on 
the stock of the new companies is shown. 


Earnings Increase $20,000,000. 

It has been figured out by one of the holders 
of Standard Oil stock that the dividends this 
year will be at the.rate of $60 a share on the 
old stock, instead of the $40 which was paid 
previous to the dissolution. This increase 
would amount to $20,000,000, and it is some- 
what remarkable that the earnings of the 
various’ constituent companies could have 
been so. greatly augmented in view of the 
statements that have emanated from Stand- 
ard Oll sources that it costs $10,000,000 a year 
more to operate the companies now than it 
did before the dissolution. 

The earnings of the Standard Oil companies 
this year are.expected to reach $110,000,000.

1 OIL BONDS TRACED 


TO ROCKEFELLER 


Regarded as Indicating That 
Standard Company Violat- 
ed Federal Decree, , 


ARCHBOLD NOT ON HAND. 
Talk of Begianliig Contempt of 


Court Action Against Cor- 
poration’s Head. 


New York, Oct. 4.—Efforts of counsel for 
the Waters-Pierce Oil company to trace the 
ownership of the bonds of the indicted Mag- 
nolia Petroleum company ot Texas were suc- 
eessful today when it was testified that 
$2,404,000 worth of the bonds were purchased 
by John D. Rockefeller. 

This revelation and the fact that John D. 
Archbold failed to obey a subpena sum- 
moning him as a witness were the principal 
features in the hearing in the Htigation over 
the attempt of Standard Oil interests to gain 
control of the Waters-Pierce company. 

Trial of the case in the Missouri court at 
St. Louls is scheduled for Oct. 8; but the 
failure of Mr. Archbold to respond to-his 
subpeena and the inability of the Waters- 
Pierce counsel to find other Standard Oil 
witnesses wanted will be made the basis for 
an application to the court to postpone the 
trial until further testimony can be taken. 

The question of taking proceedings against 
Mr. Archbold for contempt of court will be 
held in abeyance to give him a chance for a 
possible explanation. 

Link in Chain of Evidence. 

The testimony that Mr, Rockefeller had 
purchased the Magnolia company bonds was 
reluctantly given by John A. Hance, senior 
partner of the firm of Jessup & Lamont, com- 
monly known as Standard Oil brokers. 

It was a concluding link of a chain of evi- 
dence by which the Waters-Pierce attorneys 
have been trying to prove that stockholders 
of the dissolved Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey have violated the decree of the 
United States Supreme court by perpetuating 
control of refineries in Texas. 

Edgar L. Marsden of the banking firm of 
Blair & Co., testified that the Standard Oil 
Company of New York had sold $3,355,000 
ot the bonds to the firm in April last, which 
was about the time the Magnolia company 
was being investigated by the federal au- 
thorities. Ot these bonds Mr. Marsden said | 
he sold $2,550,000 to Jessup & Lamont at 98%. 
Mr. Hance was asked if he knew anything 
at the time about the Magnolia Petroleum 
company.

know, or realize if we ever heard it, that these 
same Pueblos, before the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Columbus, were experienced stone 
house builders and town dwellers, devotees 
of peace and order, with a fairly well de- 
veloped civilization of their own; who were 
then, and still are. industrious, self-govern- 
ing agriculturists, and who have never been 
at war with the United States. It will bea 
revelation to them when they learn that more 
than a score of these settled, picturesque 
Pueblo communities still exist in northern 
New Mexico and Arizona, striving to live on 
in their ancient way eae well as our govern- 
ment will let them, 

— 


I have before me the advance sheets of a 
book called THE INDIANS OF THE THR- 
RACED HOUSES,” by C. F. and E. H. 
Saunders (Putnam), which has not only 
aroused my interest but given me a know 
edge of these friendly Indians that I had 
never had before, The Puebios are an in- 
dustrious, peace loving people who still cling 
to the manners and customs of their forbears, 
Unless our government does something, and 
that quickly, to arrest the disintegration and 
sure extinction of the Mttle Pueblo republics, 
they will soon be extinct. 

Mr. Saunders made a special mudy of 
Pueblo induetries. Of the Acoma’ pottery 
he writes: 

Flower forms are rarely used by the Zufiis, though 
a very striking design sometimes met with is a 
conventionalized sunflower. The potters of Acoma 
pueblo, on the contrary, whose work is noteworthy 
for ita exceptional lightness, have made rather a 
epecialty of floral and leaf adornment. and some 
suggestion of plant life is introduced into almost 
every design. This is the more remarkable as 
their town is built upon a bare rock that rises 
almost perpendicularly three or four hundred feet 
from a great, sandy plain—a singularly barren, in- 
hospitable situation where there is scarcely earth 
enough to afford a flower a foothold. In the In- 
dian's art work, however, he loves to preserve the 
suggestion of that which is most dear and precious 
to his poetic mind; so, from his standpoint, it is 
entirely fitting that the leaves and flowers of’ the 
plain and mountain, brought from a distance to 
this rock founded village of the sky and empioyed 
in many ret, religious rites, as well aa in the 
public dance ceremoniais, should find representa- 
tion on the pottery.

SUPERIOR TO SOX 


Borton Only Player Showing 
Stronger than Cub Rival, 
: Says Sanborn, 


VETERANS ON WEST SIDE. 


Star Work of Evers and Tinker 
and Hard Batting of Zim Give 
N. L. Club Advantage.

N I. E. SANBORN. 

There probably isn’t a fan on the south 
side who can take a look at the season's 
dope, watch the Sox and Cubs in a couple 
of games, and then deny with honesty that 
the west side has it on the south siders from 

e end of the infield to the other, There is 
only one spot on the inner line of defense 
where the Sox fan has even an argument. 

Borton and Saler are both youngsters. The 
Cub has had only one year’s regular season- 
ing, but that is one year more than Borton 
has had, because the latter has played fewer 
| games with the White Sox this season than 
Saler did with the Cubs in 1911. Borton’s 
superior batting ability offsets what Saier 
has ow him in the way of experience. 

The rest of the way around the infleld there 
is no chance to dispute the superiority of the 
Cubs, defensively and offensively. Those 
two guardians of the keystone corner, Tinker 
and Evers, have worked together so many 
years that they can almost shut their eyes 
and tell what the other is doing or geing to do. 


First Year for Sox Pair. 


Weaver and Bath have not had an entire 
season together as yet, and it is too much to 


expect them to pull the plays the Cub pair 
does, supposing they have the ability to do 


it. Zimmerman, although this is his first 


year on third base regularly, took to the job 
like a chicken to shelled corn and has the 


advantage of Zeider so far in batting that 
the Sox third baseman's longer experience on 
| third cannot possible offset it. Rollie was 4 


third baseman before he came to Chicago,

Borton Leads in Hitting. 

Starting where the baserunners do, We find 

Borton outbatting Seier by almost seventy points, 
and apparently as finished a fielder as Saler, in 
spite of the fact he bas been in fast company only 
a few weeks. Saier’s batting figures cover an 
entire season, while Borton’s are for less than 
half a season. And the greater distanee « batting 
average covers the more di cult it fs to keep it 
above the .300 mark. The pitchers have had ices 
time to study Borton than in Saler’s caze, but that 
will not figure In thie series, because the Cub 
hurlers have hot vitched against Borton and the 
Sox heave worked against Seaier—in four games. 
It wen't do for the south side slebmen to pitch to 
Vie as they did last year, for he is 4 lot better 
hitter than he wae then. Unless the Cub staff 
gets something on Borton which no American 
league pitcher has discovered, he will outhit his 
rival. 
In fielding Borton has no weakne&s unless pos- 
sibly on making plays in which the pitcher cov- 
ers first Base. That apparently is not a frequent 
play in the minor leagues. When Saier started 
in last year he seemed to hdve a weakness on 
ground balls, but has overcome that in great 
shape this year. Both of them are splendid marks 
to throw at. 

There are not two second basemen in the country 
who differ more widely that Evers and Rath. 
They are direct opposites. Rath ie a quiet steady 
worker, never looking for trouble, and with a 
record of never having been put out of a game 
except once—by Westervelt, because Carrigan hit 
the umpire with a pebbie. 


Evers an Aggressive Player. 


Evers is of the aggressive, stormy type who 
would rather scrap than eat—while a game is go- 
ing on, and gives the public the impression that 
he is constantly on the point of taking a bite out 
of an umpire’s ear. For the information of those 
who do not know Johnny out of uniform, it may 
be interpolated here that if he resembles “‘ Mr. 
Hyde on the diamond, he is a perfect Dr. 
Jekyll off it. 

Rath can go as far and get as many ground balls 

or Mes on either side of him as Byers can. Rath 
also is the same shark regarding the playing rules 
that Evers is, Nobody ever won an argument from 
either of them about the rules. There the re- 
semblance ceases, defensively speaking Evers is 
one of the best infielders in the game in touching 
baserunners, and is the originator of the one hand 
slap style of tegging & man. Rath has not yet 
learned to touch the runner with certainty, and 
will lose plays that Evers will make in euch a 
way that the umpire cannot guess wrong. 
° In completing double plays Evers’ greater ex. 
perience enables him to duck the interference of 
the runner much better than Rath dees. At bat 
the Trojan has a big advantage over the Sox sec- 
ond sacker Evers has been tatting like a fiend 
all the latter part of the season, raising his average 
well over 00. Rath is a hard man to pitch to. 
So is Evers, and in the matter of getting bases 
on dalle they are nearly on a par. j 


Tinker Leads Over Weaver. 
At short Tinker has a vast advantage in ex- 


e more ground than the Cub ¢aptain because 
he ie a younger man and.as fast ae Tinker ever 
was. Weaver also has a stronger throwing arm 
than Tinker and can rob vatsmen of more hite 
back on the grass because of the greater epee] he 
can put on the ball. Tinker's vcierun whip is 
adequate to all demands that are likely to be made 
on it in a city series.

an extent that Arthur Wilson has done a lot 
of the catching when the pitcher. was using 
the spit ball.

especially when It is being pitched low, which 
ia its only effective place, troubles him, His 
other weakness as a backstop is in the fre- 


quency with which he drops balls at the plate. 


When he first came into the big circuit the 
word was passed around, coming from Amer- 
foam associatian players, that the Indian 
was yellow and that he would not stand 
up to the spikes at the plate. The Chicago 
Cubs heard this and when he was catching 
the orders were for all runners to come to the 
plate at every opportunity, to come hard and

He 
came yelling Look out! “ and Meyers 
muffed the ball. He had taken his eyes off 
the ball, given a quick glance to see where 
the runner’ was, looked back just as the 
ball was arriving, and as a consequence 
muffed it. It is a nervous tick that causes 
his weakness. 

But he can hit and he can hit almost any 


kind of pitching. He hits speed, especially 
when the ball is inside the plate, with terrific 
force.

Second 
can Carrigan prevent them from running the 


„ bases? Two players, both American leaguers, 


have told me that they believe the Giants 
can steal on Carrigan. He is a corking throw- 
er and gets the ball away well. He whips: 


it around the bases and he isn't afraid to cut 


loose a throw. Besides that he has a lot of 
help from both Yerkes and Wagner in block- 
ing men at second to finish plays. I do not 
think Carrigan is as finished a catcher as 
some, but then he is better than either Ira 
Thomas or Lapp and they stopped the Giants 
and the Cubs both and killed off their base 
running tactics, Of course, the Giants’ mode 
of attack is well understood and the Boston 
pitchers and catchers will plan their de- 
fense to stop it. I believe Carrigan throws 
well enough to prevent very much stealing 
and it is upon him that I base my idea that 
the Red Sox will steal more Lases in the com- 
ing series than New York will.

Carrigan is a good hitter, about 0 nor- 
mally, and likely to cragh into the. 00 class, 
although not the equal of Meyers in that de- 
partment.
